Ha was 
represented by Attorneys E. N. -Jug- 
gins and James R. Allen. The cases 
were continued to next Monday and 
Judge Dick fixed bond at $4,OOOr""Mr. 
Mulford was not locked up, but was 
permitted'to remain in the court room 
while 
his 
attorneys arranged lor 


bondsmen. A third affidavit was filed 
this morning by Lincoln Fritter charg- 
ing Mulford with the embezzlement ot 
$2,027 on March 12.

the switch and threw it over. Observ- 
ing persons noticed there was no flash 
when the tines of the switch met to 
ciose the circuit. The switch -was just 
like a switch attached to dead wires. 
The electrodes gave no indication that 
ar electric current was working on 
them.

Mrs. Wooster and Sher- 
iff Cook were held before the convicts 
as a shield by the prisoners in making 
their escape.

Farmer boys near Pauline learned 


that the escaped convicts were in the 
neighborhood.

Compulsory Arbitration 
The Remedy Tor Strikes 


By MICHAEL DAVITT. 
Ex-Member of the British Parliament 


H'R experience of compulsory arbi- 


tration in New Zealand may not 
offer to labor and capital in the 
United States an inducement to 
adopt the mediation of a similar 
law for the settlement of trade dis- 
imtes. 


The governmental, social and economic comlitions are widely 


different. Xe\v Zealand has a total population of less than 800,000. 


Still, the principle involved in a dispute between employers and 


employees is the same. The same interests of capital and labor are 
involved in a strike or a lockout, and the neutral or innocent interests 
of other industries and of various sections of the public are compro- 
mised and are made to suffer during the continuance of the conflict. 


The state is also equally concerned, in the small as in the great 


community, with an industrial strife which may injure national inter- 
ests and may provoke a distiirbance of the public peace and cause a 
possible interruption of the sway of law. It Avas for these various 
reasons that a compulsory arbitration law was enacted in the New 
Zealand legislature in 1893. 


This law, roughly speaking, operates as follows: If a strike is 


ordered by a trades tinion. or a lockout is decreed by employers, a 
machinery of legal arbitration of a dual character stands ready for 
intervention. 
A choice is left between a purely voluntary tribunal 


and one in which tue state appoints the umpire and compels the hear- 
ing of the case in the interests of the whole community. 


In the first place, both sides may agree upon an umpire, who pre- 


sides over a court which consists of an equal representation of the 
disputants, the law recognizing the right of federated capital and of 
organized labor to appear in court for their respective sides in the 
suit. Evidence is tendered on oath, as in ordinary legal proceeding?, 
and the decision of the tribunal is made obligatory in the enforce- 
ment of a fine should either side refuse to accept the verdict recorded. 


PUBLIC OPINION IS INVARIABLY BEHIND SUCH VERDICT WITH 


ITS INDORSEMENT, WITH THE RESULT THAT NEITHER SIDE CAN 
AFFORD TO INCUR THE CENSURE OF THIS POPULAR COURT OF AP- 
PEAL BY DISREGARDING THE JUDGMENT GIVEN IN THE ARBITRAL 
DECISION. 


Where one or both sides in a dispute refuse to have voluntary 


recourse to an arbitration tribunal the law can command a hearing 
of the case before a judge of the high court. The side which mi«?ht 
refuse to appear would run the risk of inviting an adverse judgment 
through default, and the fear of this probable penalty acts as an 
inducement to'both sides to accept the intervention of the state as an 
impartial arbitration.

The operation of the law sd far has not been injurious to capital-

The 
state has secured almost industrial peace, and public opinion, if not 
absolutely unanimous in its approval of the law, finds satisfaction in 
the cessation of active warfare between capital and labor.

of the out of town stock companies. But there is still the traveling 
repertory organization. 
One can at least learn the rudiments of the 


art of acting and makeup, and that is more than sufficient to compen- 
sate for all the sacrifice which may be necessary. It is early enough 
then to begin the search for bigger game, and if one is competent, 
with the training acquired in the humbler organization, the quest is 
almost certain to be rewarded with success. Too many players regard 
the salary without reference to the possibilities for artistic develop- 
ment.

:The Anti-Canteen Law 


Been Beneficial 


' By NELSON A. MILES, Lieutenant General U. S. A. 


UCTI has been said concerning the army canteen, 


which, when first- established, was'- called the 
"amusement room" and afterward the ''post ex- 
change.'' It was a place of amusement "arid recrea- 
tion for the enlisted men, where they couldon'joy 
reading books and papers,, playing games, .etc., 
and coitld purchase such refreshments, except liq- 


uors, as they desired. It was then an eminently succos-sfirl institution 
and promoted the contentment and general welfare of the troops. 
[Later, wfien what was known as the post traders' establishments were 
abolished, light wines and beers were authorized to be said in the, 
canteen. The government has now, by act of congress, prohibited

SMALLPOX 


Propt, Vigorous and Intelligent Mea- 


sures Should Always Be Taken 


Says "Bulletin." 


At the request of membeis ot the 


Board of Health the following from the 
Ohio Sanitary Bulletin is published: 


Until the present epidemic ol small- 


pox began, now some five years ago, 
tins disease was, as a rule, easily pre- 
\entable. Its fatal loathsome charac- 
ter, and its terrible ravages in pre- 
vaccination days, had inspired the peo- 
ple with such a horror of smallpox 
as to cause them to flee its presence, 
tr readily submit to vaccination for 
piotection against it, and to aid tlit 
authorities in all efforts to limit its 
spread. "While mild, masked cases ot 
smallpox were continually occurring, 
in most instances the symtoms were 
well marked and the disease easily 
recognized, even by physicians <vfho 
had not previously seen cases of small- 
pox. 


The present epidemic is \astly differ- 


ent, and this has added very greatlj 


i to the difficulties health authorities 
encounter in controlling it. 
, 


The following recommendations tot 


the pre\ention of smallpox, while en- 
tirely applicable to the disease as it 
usually appears, ha^c been made with 
special reference to the pre^ ailing epi- 
dennc of mild' smallpox 


Smallpox began in Ohio in April, 


189S. 
From 'that time to October I, 


1S01, o.er 9,000 cases and 124 death 
1m e been reported in Ohio. Doubt- 


I less a considerable number of cases 
have occurred that were not reported. 
Piactically e\ei-y county m the state 
has been imaded by the disease. 


While but comparatively few deaths 


lia'v e occurred, much suffering has been 
caused and a great loss to individual 
communities by the expenses of quar- 
antine, disinfection, and the destruc- 
tion of property; and above all by the 
loss and interruption of trade. 


It behooves every community, for 


financial if for no higher reasons, to 
be prepared to enforce prompt, vigor- 
ous, 
and aboie all intelligent meas- 


ures to suppress the disease upon its 


first appearance.
